George Kane, who was standing 
on the porch at Kane’s store, was 
an eyewitness to the accident.

This Year One Of Hest

The forest fire record in Pennsyl­ 
vania so far this year has been one 
of the best in the history of the de­ 


partment

George H. Wirt, chief forest fire | et R *w* *£r> ai|W<«r 
warden, announced upon the eve of 
| the fall forest fire season which or­ 
dinarily begins in October. 
To date 1484 forest fires have been 
reported to the department as burn­ 
ing 23.865 acres. 
Extinguishing the 
fires costs the commonwealth $31,- 
! 128. 
So fur this year there have been 
only 56 conflagrations in the stale 
I forests. These 
fires 
burned 
1793 
acres which is only slightly more 
than one-tenth of one per cent of 
i tilt* state forest acreage. 
Only four fires In the state's entire 
13,000,(KH) acres of woodland 
ex­ 
ceeded 500 acres each in area and 
I these were “huckleberry fires" in the 


I Poconos in Carbon, Monroe, and 
Pike counties. 
To date tile average 
area per fire is less than 1614 acres 
which is the lowest average area for 
any year on record.
